Accidently.Falls From Harbor Pie' 


While Going Fishing. 


MANYPERSONS.NEAR. .: 


SCENE OF ACCIDENT 


Found bj X,lf« 


••Waldo F. Chamberlain, a-well-known 
carpenter, residing at No. 1238 Mound 
avenue,'-accidentally fell from the south 
harbor pier into the river between 5 and 
fi o'clock yesterday afternoon, and'was 
.drowned. 


Sir. Chamberlain was employed at the 


Fish Bros. Wagon company, bu't on ac- 
count of there being no lumber on hand 
he did not work in the afternoon. Evi- 
dently ho met a number 'of friends on 
Main street and talked with them and 
then started for the harbor piers, prob- 
ably to fish. 


On tho pier there are- ln.rge piles of 


timbers and there is very little.space to 
pass. Mr. Chamberlain attempted to walk 
by on the north aide of the timber. He 
either .lost his balance, or-.caujrht; bis foot 
and fell over into .the water. 


Several persons were on the pier and 


near by at the time, but they were evi- 
dently too frightened or rattled to throw 
the man who was struggling desperately 
in the water a board or. plank, and all 
they could do ^yaB to call to men on the 
opposite side of the river who were in a 
boat gathering driftwo.od.. 


. Among these men were Alfred Ander- 
son and John Bifctorf. of the Racine.Life- 
savinpr crew. 
They rowed to the. spot 


n-herc.thc rnan had fallen in, but he had 
sunk to the bottom. Other members of 
the Lifesaving crew came with grappling 
irons and in less tluai ten .minute.* Mr.

He was an ardent Repub- 
lican, and well known in political circles. 
By his follow men he was considered a 
good mechanic and well liked. A wife 
and children, survive him. 


Dr. Collins was the first witness called 


at the inquest held this morning, and 
stated that about 5 o'clock yesterday aft- 
ernoon he \yos summoned to the side of 
the drowned man. The Lifesaving crew 
had worked twenty minutes over the re- 
mains, and when he arrived there wore no 
signs of life, and it was .more than prob- 
able that the man was dead when taken 
out of the water. 


'August Hanson, 1113 Hamilton street, 


testified that he saw Chamberlain walk- 
ing along tho. pier. He was standing by 
She Good-rich dock and saw the rnan fail 
iii'the water. 'He immediately called to 
the Lifesa.ving crcxv, who were soon at 
the scenc,-aod;after.dragging the stream 
for ten minutes found his.lifeless body. 


John Harms ..and - Alfred Anderson, 


members of the Lifesaving crew, told 
their story of the accident, ivhich is as 
above, stated, after which the jury ren- 
dered the following verdict: 
. "We, the jury, find that Waldo Cha.m- 
•berlain-cam* to Ms death on the after- 
noon of June 20 by being accidentally 
drowned near the mouth of Root river, 
in the city of Racine." 


The fut'hcr of Mr. Chamberlain was 


wen this morning and said that hi* son 
must have had a fainting spell or'that he 
struck against something when he fej'l, 
•for he was an expert sni'mmcr and under 
usual conditions could have easily swam 
to the dock and been rescued. 


The funeral will take place from ihe 


family residence at 2 o'clock to-morrow 
afternoon..

THEY STRUCK FOR LIBERTY. 


Many Other'Nations Also Have Their 


Fourth of. July. 


July 4, 1776, is a'day to'date from ia 


the history of human progress in spite of 
the fact that the experiment in free gov- 
ernment inaugurated that day wa« not1 a 
new thing among 
enlightened 
people. 


The example of. ancient Athens might be 
cfclled exceptional, but in the heart of 
Europe thu Dutch- republic existed for 
more than two centuries with runacious 
monarchs all around the border and its 
own people divded as to the true seat 
of political sovereignty, whether in di- 
vine right or human. And for nearly 
000 years the Swiss have maintained ,.& 
republic against princely greed and the 
weakness of human nature. 


The birth of true democracy in Athens 


was in the time of solon. ft was not 
won by fighting, but was afterward sav- 
ed by the sword, especially at Marathon 
and "Plutea. Pericles, the shining light 
of Greece, established democracy in Ath- 
ens by the overthrow of the aristocracy 
and afterward in the states which united 
with Athens in the period of her great- 
ness.- Under his influence and with a 
system of popular government wars wen; 
fought successfully, the arts and sciences 
flourished, and the common people shared 
fully in the general prosperity.^ . 


The first great victory -of the Swiss 


patriots was won at Morgarten, Novem- 
ber 10, 1315.

Grafting; <!>« Sugar Beet. 


A .French authority descrlbos the 


grafting-of the sugar beet .for the pur- 
pose "of increasing the seed yield of de- 
clrable varieties. A'ticot from-.'which it 
Is desired to obtain-a large yield of 
seed is sprouted. As soon as the off- 
sets 'rit the crown of the beet have 
reached two or. three centimeters In 
length they are removed, along with a 
small portion of the flesh, and grafted 
on another beet. This is do.ne by in- 
serting the offset on a new beet Just 
below tlie crown in a cut correspond- 
ing to the form of the piece of flesh 
taken from the mother beet. It is re- 
ported that in one experiment 48 off- 
sets were obtained from one mother 
beet in this manner. 31 of which, when 
grafted on other beets, grew and pro- 
duced first class plants, each plant 
yielding a normal amount of seed.
